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1. Tho airfleld was about 3 north of Segezha (34°l8*E/ 
63°44'K), Karelo-Flnnlsh SSR, about 1,500 meters west of 
the Murmansk railroad line. The landing fleld xvas about 
600 X 2,000 meters and vras surfaced ^^lth broken-stone and 
orushed roek. 

2. six empty aireraft revetments were on the western edge of 
the field. Four vfooden cantonment buildings on the north- 
eastern edge were occupied by soldiers, Each bullding was 
about 15 X 40 meters, 

3. A.ircraft or radio installations were not seen. 

4. Tho airfield vfas about 2 km square and was about ,4 km north 
of the paper mill. 

5. The field was occupied by about 30 transports and 150 fighters 
in âprll 1943, These planes were used frequently for joint 
aerial maneuvers with bombers from Petrozavodsk (34®20*E/
